HOW TO PREVENT 
DRAUGHTS. 


- 


HE cosy home is one in which feet and 

a back draughts have no place. Yet, 
although draughts can be stopped and 

rooms made cosy quite easily, in thousands 
of homes draughts are accepted as a nuisance 
which cannot be remedied. All that is done 
is to move chairs here and there in an attempt 
to escape the incoming cold currents. 
Doors are the worst offendersinthe matter 
of draughts. 
Through the keyhole, at the sides, and more 
particularly at the bottom, where the flooring 
has worn, the cold air rushes. 
For a few pence keyholes can have shields 
fitted to them, and that aperture is closed. 
Iron Jocks not sunk in the door would require 
a small hole to be drilled for a shield. That 
would be a job for a locksmith, but a little 
piece of felt cut a trifle larger than the 
keyhole and seccotined on is quite effective. 
If it is necessary to lock the door, the piece 
of felt should be stuck at the top only, ao 
that it can be lifted up for the insertion of 
the key. 
To keep draughts from entering between 
the door and the floor, all that is required 
is to raise the carpet or linoleum by inser! ng 
stripa of brown paper underneath, until the 
door just scrapes the raised surface when 
closed. No draughts can then enter. If the 
carpet or lino has not been carried to the 
door, then strips of felt tacked along the 
bottom will keep out the draught. If the 
sides of the door admit a current of cold air 
as well, then a door curtain will, I am afraid, 
be necessary; narrow strips of ‘felt could be 
tacked up along the sides, but it would look 
rather unsightly. 
Draughts from floor boards, or from where 
the wainscotting: meets the floor, can be 
blocked out quite easily. Shred two or three 
handfuls of newspaper, boil in a little water 
until pulped, add some broken pieces of sheet 
glue am gha a handful of flour, stir till the 
mixture thickens, stand aside until it is half- 
cooled, and then press into the openings and 
crevices. This can be done quite roughly, 
because in twenty-four hours the putty-like 
pulp will harden, and the excess of filling 
can he trimmed off level with a i sharp 
knife. The colour of the pulp will be a 
light brown, and it can be stained or painted 
to any tint ‘desired. 
To stop a otaught from a letter-box, a piece 
of felt or baize is the usual device; but it 
would be twice as effective if the felt were 
cut much wider and longer than it usually 
is, and if at the bottom corners weights were 
sewn. The latter would keep the felt taut 
and straight—a necessary position if a 
draught ig to be idieted. and not merely 
diverted.

‘LONDON, Sunday. 

A mau has seen by wireless. An American 
fnventor, Mr. C. F. Jenkins, recently 
gemonatrated his wireless television apparatus 
in New York, and the fuli story of his success 
is told in the Wireless Review, which appears 
to-morrow. L 

In his laboratory Mr. Jenkins had a small 
cinema screen. Those present saw him at the 
tar end of the laboratory wave his hand in 
font of a strange-looking piece of apparatus, 
and then, turning, saw a reproduction of his 
moving hand on the screen. ey were seeing 
by wireless. Sending and receiving sets for 


moving pictures by wireless were in the 


laboratory. i i i : 
The apparatus is quite simple. It consists 


of a magic lantern projecting a shaft of light 
through a dise revolving at high speed. The 
ght falls on an opening in a rectangular box, 
from which runs wires to @ wireless trans- 
mitting set. Mr. Jenkins inserted his hand 
into the space where the lantern slides in an 
ordinary magic lantern are placed. The 
object of the whirling disc is to impress the 
shadow of the moving hand upon a light 
sensitive cell contained in the box, and the 
result is that the variations in light which 
this cell receives are translated into variations 
in electric current, just as the variations in 
sound which enter a telephone transmitter 
leave the wires as variations in electric 
current, 

The shadow of the moving hand now in the 
form of varying electric currents is fed inte a 
radio transmitting set, and is dealt with just 
as a concert is déalt with at broadcasting 
stations. The experiment in the laboratory 
was conducted over a distance of only a few 
feet, bat the same results can be obtained 
over several miles. The wave of Mr. Jenkins’ 
hand was transmitted in the form of ether 
caves, and was picked up by a receiving 
set. The radio impulses changed back into 
an electric current and sent to the wireless 
teleuerjon receiving apparatus, from which 
they Were projected on to a cinema screen 
by means of a special projector. The result 
showed that Mr. Jenkins can send motion 
pictures by wireless, which means wireless 
vision. 

The technical details are fully given in the 
Wireless Review, and although the invention 
is still in an early stage, there is no doubt 
that Mr. Jenkins’s success with his apparatus 
opens up a tremendous fiew field of wireless 
research. The invention has not yet reached 
the stage where actual scenes in afl their light 
and shadow can be reproduced or various 
pictures distributed to the home, but the ex- 
perimental apparatus of Mr. Jenkins gives pro- 
mise eventually of our being able to see in 
London at two o'clock in the afternoon some- 
thing which occurred at nine o'clock in the 
morning of the same day in New York—there 
being five hours difference in time.

YOUNG WIFE MURDERED.

SEARCH FOR MISSING 
HUSBAND. 


On Friday morning the 22-year-old wife of 
Major Norman Percival Bailey was found 
dead in bed im her husband’s flat at Hove. 
She had been shot in the head, and a dagger 
‘vas driven into the chest. A note was found 
on the bed “‘If you look for me I shall be on 
the seashofe. It is not jealousy or cowardice, 
but love.” The writer of the note is believed 
to be the husband, who is 28 years of age. 
The police all over the country have been 
searching for him since Friday, but up to a 
late hour last night he had not been found. 

The crime was discovered by Mrs. Framp- 
ton, who occupies a flat in the same house. 
She was appealed to by a servant who failed 
to obtain an answer to her knock. She entered 
the room and found Mrs, Bailey dead. 

On Saturday morning the Chief Constable at 
Hove received a letter bearing a South-East 
London postmark, signed “ P. Bailey,’’ which 
stated: “I must have been mad, Brain 
storm. I woke up with war horrors and then 
something snapped. The next ] knew 1 was 
in London.” The editor of a Staffordshire 
newspaper recefved a postcard from Tondon 
also si “P. Bailey;”’ in which the writer 
said: “TI must have gone completely mad, 
because my wife was my absolute treasure.”’ 
He also said that he had no financial worries, 
and that his married life had been really 
happy. 

Bailey is believed to have taken an early 
train to London on Friday morning, and the 
police in the city have been ceaseless in their 
efioris to try to find him. 

He wae a commercial traveller. During 
the war he served with distinction, and rose 
to the rank of major. 

The body of Mrs. Bailey has been removed 
to the mortuary at the Town Hall, Brighton, 
to await an inquest on Wednesday. The dead 
woman's mother and sister, Mrs. and Mias 
Malkin, are in Brighton. The former is pror- 
trated by grief.

LORD GLENAVY AND 
TEACHERS.

HIS OWN EXPERIENCES. 


Lord Glenavy opened a Christmas Fair at 
the Church of Ireland Training College, Kul- 
dare place, Dublin, on Saturday, in support 
of Dublin University missions and the Swan- 
wick delegates. 

The Principal of the College, the Rev. 
Chancellor T Kingsmill Moore, welcomed 
Lord Glenavy on his own behalf and on that 
of the students who had organised the Fair. 
Lord Glenavy congratulated the students on 
the organisation of the Fair, more particularly 
as he understood that they had undertaken 
it at a time when they were immersed in 
what, under ordinary conditions, would be 
more important, interesting and attractive for 
them—their examinations. (Laughter.) The 
fact that for some years past they had made 
the Christmas Fair an annual event, and 
that as each year went on it had been more 
and more successful, he took as an indication 
of their interest in the Training College. It 
showed that they were happy and contented 
there, nail’ in the work, and anxious 
to show, in any way in their power, their 
ratitude for the benefits received there. 
hey were working for a profession that he 
had always regarded as one of the noblest to 
which a man or woman could belong. 

He mentioned that he was for some years 
a teacher in one of the Dublin public schools, 
in addition to spending a considerable part 
of his time as a “grinder” in College. The 
latter was the more profitable work, but he 
found more. pleasure in the hours spent each 
day as an ordinary teacher on the staff of 
a Dublin school. Things had changed con- 
siderably since that time. The salary he 
received then would not be accepted to-day 
by any skilled mechanic or chauffeur. The 
public had begun to recognise that teaching, 
if it was worth having, was worth paying 
for, and better pay would be a recognition 
of the important work teachers had to dis- 
charge. It was a profession that required 
courage, self-reliance and confidence. Nobody 
could state the influence for good that the 
teacher could have over those whom it was 
his duty to instruct.

ABBEY THEATRE. 


THE DUBLIN DRAMA LEAGUE. 


Last night at the Abbey Theatre the Dublin 
Drama League gave its second public per- 
formance of the present season. The plays 
chosen on this oceasion were: “ Time is a 
Dream,” by the important French dramatist, 
Henri Lenormand,. and “ Everybody’s Hus- 
band,” hy Gilbert Cannan. 

‘Time is a Dream ”’ is an interesting study 
of a man’s mind. Nico van Eyden, after 
having spent a large part of his life in the 
Kast, saw in certain Eastern fatalistic philo- 
sophies the solution of all of the interminable 
troubles of life. To him everything became 
entirely unreal. . Life itself was the dream, 
death the awaking from that dream. The 
play, indeed, ig scarcely a play at all; it is 
rather the working out of van Eyden’s un- 
happy doubts to their tragic conclusion. 

There are six short scenes, al] of which take 
place within a short space of time, and there 
is in none of them any appreciable amount of 
action. 

It needed particularly good acting to pre- 
vent the play from becoming simply a discus 
sion—an argument between van Eyden and 
himself. From Mr. F. J. McCormick, who 
took the principal part, it received excellent 
acting: he played a difficult character with 
sinceritv, and. at times, with brilliance. The 
other characters were subordinate to that of 
van Eyden, but they, too, were well played 
Especially good were Miss V.ini Saurin and 
Miss Eileen Crowe. It should be mentioned 
that the translation of ‘‘ Time is a Dream,” 
by Mr. Thomas McGreevy, was excellent. 

Mr. Cannan’s play is a delightful little 
fantasy. A yirl is about to be married, and 
she discovers that her husband will be the 
same as that of her mother, grandmother, 
and great grandmother. He will prove no 
more idealistic than anv other man; she will 
have the same worries, the same longings. 
which remain longings, as every other woman. 
Miss Shelah Richards, who took the chief 
part,. acted qnite charmingly. Miss Coyne. 
Miss Guinness, and Miss MacCormack also 
were very good. There was a large audience. 
and ds both productions were decidedly good 
it was wel] rewarded.

Miss ‘Rosina Buckman is a soprano of great 
power and finish. In the song with which she 
opened ker . performance she achieved 
a high degree oí flawlessness which 
she did not afterwards always re- 
tain. The slow, despairing grief of 
Massenet’s “ Pleurez, Mes Yeux”’ (Le Cid) 
was intensely and passionately interpreted. 
Miss Buckman drank in. the sorrow of the 
song, and allowed her soul to be filled with if. 
She poured it forth then with that disciplined 
force whose pressure may not be hurried or 
resisted, and that pressure drove the beauti- 
ful grief of the song into every listening heart. 
She was equally impressive in the Rosette 
Song, from La Bohéme, which she sang as 
an encore. In her interpretation there was the 
delicate restraint of cultured singing. 
She soared in the soaring melody. with such 
ease and mellowness that it seemed to linger 
and rest, resounding and substantial, long 
after she had done, in the atmosphere of the 
plore, The old English “ Knotting Song,’* by 
urcell, was a delightful choice.

The naval war to keep bottles out of 
America, and Christmas stockings and 
doflars out of the pockets of bucanneering 
Santa Clauses is continuing, with the capture 
of the good ship Zeehond, coming from Holland, 
which arrived off the coast of New.. York 
in the night, with a cargo of half a million 
dollars worth of Yuletide liquid cheer on 
board by the seagoing United States dry 
agents. However, before the sleek swift

Dutch rum runner, the latter had already 
safely discharged 200,000. dollars worth of 
real rum to smaller boats, which dispatched 
it safely to boot-legging headquarters ashore.

The captain of the Zeehond gave 
orders for flight, but found himself  sur- 
rounded on sides by the dry vessels, and 
was forced to surrender. The cutters closed 
in upon the vessel, and the flagship came 
alongside. The dry admiral and his staff 
boarded. , 

The bucaneers, realising that resistence was 
futile, received them cordially, and rendered 
them all the courtesy of the sea, and of a 
defeated crew tewf&rd a victorious enemy. 
The Federal agents declared the boot-legging 
skipper and his crew of nine under arrest, 
and the good ship Zeehond and its cargo con- 
fiscated tor being within the three-mile limit, 
with contraband. 300,000 dollars’ worth of 
rum was still on board, and considerable 
stocks of other fine liquors. 

The dry flotilla escorted its prize to the 
inhospitable haven of New York, where 
the captain and crew. were taken ashore and 
locked up.

News of the revolt of five States, under the 
leadership. of Senor de ia Huerta, against 
President Obregon .is scanty, but a. message 
received this morning from New York states 
that the revolutionary forces have captured 
Jalapa, the capital of the State of Vera Cruz, 
which is 50 miles from the city of that name.

SIR FREDERICK TREVES 
DEAD. 


A GREAT” SURGEON. 
The Times regrets to announce that Sir 
Frederick Treves, Bart., the great. surgeon, 
who operated on King Edward in June, 1902. 
and who was also known as the writer of 
delightful books, died on Friday of peritonitis 
in a nursing home at Larsanne after a brief 
illness, aged 70. The body will be cremated 
at Lausanne, and the funeral will be in Eng- 
land. In 1920 he left his home in-Richmond 
Park to live in France. 

In the course of an obituary notice of 
Sir Frederick Treves, The Times says:— 
Treves was a many-sided man, and every- 
thing he did had a touch of distinction. 
Perhaps thoroughness was his most charac- 
teristic quality. As an operating surgeon, 
he was bold and original, yet exceedingly 
careful and conservative, in the sense that 
he never operated for the sake of operating, 
or in obedience to a surgical fashion. As a 
teacher he was distinguislied by a gift of 
lucid exposition, and by the logical sequence 
in which he presented facts and conclusions. 
These qualities, together with accuracy of 
detail, marked his voluminous: contributions 
to surgical] literature. 

His travel books, which began with “ The 
Other Side of the Lantern,” in 1905, re- 
vealed the seeing eye, the inquiring , mind, 


a great love of beauty, and a nice 
choice of words. Blessed with a happ 
domestic life and a well-stored we ke 
he cared littl for amusements or 


seciety, though he valued friendship. He 
was av admirable conversationalist, and a 
most stimulating companion. Sport did not 
attract him, and he played a prominent part 
in the campaign against pigeon. shooting at 
Monte Carlo. An athlete in his youth, he 
particularly lover the water; he was a great 
swimmer, a master of sailing craft, and a 
qualified navigator. 
In June, 1902, Treves was called on to 
dake a momentous decision in the sudden and 
| dangerous illness of King Edward. The 
Coronation was approaching, and it was 
hoped that the King might be well: enough 
to go throngh the ceremony on which Le 
was bent. But on June 24 his condition be- 
came such that Treves insisted on immediate 
operation. to save his life. Though. Treves: 
had eminent colleagues who supported him, 
he was in principal charge, and the real re- 
sponsibility for operating and postponing the 
Coronation rested wholly on his shoulders. 

Only a: man of inflexible resolution, per- 
fectly convinced on the correctness of his 
diagnosis and proposed treatment, could have 
carried if through. King Edward was abso- 
lutely determined to keep faith with his 
people, and go to the Abbey; nor did he give 
way until after a scene of prolonged and 
ge pleading. Treves said bluntly to 
im—*‘ Then, sir, you will go as a corpse.”’ 
The result of the operation, which was com- 
pletely successful, proved both the correctness 
of his diagnosis and his consummate skill.

DUTY OF THE PARTY.

The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The Prime Minister has seen néither King ror 
Cabinet since the General! Election. Any 
statenient, therefore, that he has come tw tilis 
or that decision about his future course of 
action is untrue. His next step must neces- 
sarily be guided, first. by the manifest duty 
to provide the King—that is, the nation—with 
a working Governmeit; and, second, ly the 
disposition of his Cabinet to carry it on for 
the time being. Everyone -realyes- that they 
cannot in any case of themselves form a 
Government which will outlast the meeting of 
Parliament. - The immediate point to te 
settled is whether they will: meet Parliament 
as a Government at all. To judge frum the 
attitude of the Prime Minister's colleagues 
there is no question of the further possitility. 
which is being so energetically canvassed, that 
they would eonsent to meet: Parliament uuder 
any other leader. though i requires uo yreat 
political acumen to divine aud anticipate his 
own inclinations. . 4 

ln the brief interval, therefore, that must 
elapse before their inevitable defeat in Par- 
hament, the Conservatives will do well if 
they dissuade Mr. Baldwin from following his 
own inclination to resign forthwith the leader- 
ship of their Party. The immediate question 
that remains is whether they will abandon 
office this week or face Parliament and be 
beaten, and we have no doubt ourselves that 
the second is the wiser and even—if moral 
considerations are to be invoked—the more 
honourable course. It is easy enough to 
parade half a dozen precedents for prompt 
resignation—Mr. Disraeli’s action in 1868, 
Mr. Gladstone's in 1874. Lord Beaconsfield in 
1880—but there is equally good authority for 
the other course, and, in any case, precedents 
drawn from the days when there was a single 
coherent, expectant Opposition are absolutely 
valueless under three-party conditions. It is 
easy, too, to find arguments based on quick 
récognition of “the will of the people, yet 
more people voted for Conservatives than for 
either of the other parties. In these circum- 
stances—when nó precedent is even worth 
quotation, and Conservatism remains the 
strongest single factor in Parliament—it seems 
to us .beyond question that, not only the 
most constitutional, but the most straight- 
forward course for the Government is to carry 
o for the next few weeks the duties with 
which they stand at present chatged. If they 
choose otherwise, they may, indeed, have the 
minor satisfaction of embarrassing still further 
their discordant opponents, but they will also 
be hable to the taunt that they were afraid 
to face their defeat like men. It will come 
soon enough, and they would be foolish to 
trim their sails in Parliament through any 
effort to avert it, but there is neither reason 
nor honour in going out to meet it before- 
hand. 


TRADE AGREEMENTS.’ ~

ACTION BY AMERICA, 


The State Department yesterday announced 
that a commercial treaty has been signed with 
Germany to replace that which was abrogated 
when war was declared, telegraphs 7’he 7'imes 
Washington Correspondent Tast night. In- 
structions have been sent to the American 
Minister at The Hague to begin n-gotiations 
with the Dutch Government for a similar 
convention, and it is known that actiow of 
the same kind is being taken in Madrid and 
with the Turkish and some Latin-American 
Governments. The general purpose of the 
United States Government is to -revise all 
its commercial agreements with other 
countries in order to meet the changed con- 
ditions resulting from the war, but the only 
intimation given of the precise character of 
the negotiations is that all new treaties are 
to rest upon the “most favoured nation 
treatment for America. 
Behind the treaties to be signed with 
maritime nations lie the special agreements 
in the matter of contraband liquor and the 
right of search, of which that. with Great 
Britain is the model. It had long been 
known here that other Governments, includ- 
ing the Dutch, would favourably consider 
such agreements, but action was delayed until 
the attitude of Great Britain, EN “FS oí 
the Imperial Conference, could be “known, 
As was recently announced at The. Hague, 
negotiations with this object in view have 
already been begun there, and. similar action 
will follow in Paris, Rome, Tokyo and 
certain Latin-American capitals.

and eventually perished in the attempt 
The body of the fourth man, Lorne Knight, 
was found in a tent. where he was nursed 
for four months by Ada Iilackjack. 

The fate of the three young explorers 
who made a dash for liberty and were 
swallowed up in the frozen loneliness of 
the Arctic was never cleared up The 
bodies have never been recovered and no 
trace of them has been found. 


“HELLO, SOMEBODY!” 


HOW THE ESKIMO WOMAN 
BROKE THE NEWS.

This was the Eskimo woman's desperate 
message to the world, when, suffering from 
snow blindness and weakened by hunger and 
privation, she was about to cast it into the 
sea in the hope of its being picked up by a 
passing ship. 

I discovered it in the camp soon after our 
expedition touched the island. Half terrified 
by the thought of meeting the same tragic 
death as her four companions, she was on the 
point of putting the ‘wessage into a little 
glass tube and sealing it wrth tallow, and 
committing it to the mercy -of the waves. 

t was on the morning of August 20, 1923, 
that qur expedition drew. neat: Doubtfuj tlar- 
bour,f Wrangel, on the 74-ton motor schooner 
Donaldson. I had been at the mastliead 
searching the white stretches of ice for the 
zigzag streaks of blue that are the navigator a 
only means of penetrating the great floes. 

We left Nome on August 3, and bad battled 
with the ice floes for ten days. We had 
smashed our bow, and our engine had broken 
down. When we got into clear water Í went 
ashore with a crew of Eskimos in a walrus 
hide boat. 


Breaking the News. 


Ada Blackjack, the seamstress to the ex- 
pedition, came wading through the water to 
meet us. There was a hunted look in her 
eyes as she pushed back the wolfskin fringe 
of her reindeer hood. A pair of binoculars 
was slung over her shoulders. 

That moment we learned the fate of the 
1921 party from the broken English of the 
weeping Eskimo woman. 

“There is nobody here but me. Knight 
he died on June 22. I want to go back to 
my mother,” and Ada Blackjack fell swoon- 
ing into my arms. 

The woman had built herself a small canvas 
Loat, and her tent was hung from a crude 
framework of driftwood. She had made a 
cooking stove out of empty kerosene tins, and 
all the food she had—a little hard bread and 
a few pieces of dried meat—was kept in a 
small box. 

“I sorry and I ¢an’t give you any good 
thing to eat,” she said as we sat round the 
sgtove, “but I make. a little tea.” At that 
moment “ Vic,” the ship sa cat; came out of 
its hiding place and “joined: the little party.

From our conversetions and trom the dis- 
coveries | made at the camp 1 was able to 
piece the complete tragedy together. The 
first thing we did, however, was to bury 
Knight om the highest point of the island. 
We placed a wooden cross on the grave. and 
we pushed our hoods back from oar heads 
and for a few moments stood silent, each man 
‘deep in his ewn thouglits. 

“We hang up lantern for ship, because 
we afraid ship go past us in the night,’ Ada 
said afterwards. '“We could not see ans 
ice, and there was plenty big waves. Then 
after a few Gays the ice came back, and ail 
the ocean is white, and then we know slip 
never come afd take down lanterr.”’ 

‘Allan Crawford and his comrades, Galie, 
Maurer, and Knight, were the victims of tlie 
spirit of adventure. But for their youth and 
inexperience all of them might he alive io- 
day. They made three great mistakes—they 
left Nome with insufficient food supplies, they 
failed to take with them Eskimo bunters, 
they went without walrus-hunting equipment. 


The Fatal Dash. 
From Ada Blackjack’s story, told in little 
touching sentences, and from the diaries of
